A Nevel irening Tabic. 

A French mechanic, resident in Algiers, 
hes recently invented an iroaing tabie, by 
which, after the articles have been cleansed, 
ateam can be directly applied during the 
ironing process, for the purpore of prodacing 
a fine finish.

Ovcrewerk ef the Mind in Chi! dren. 


In an article on “Paysioal Disease from 
Mevtal Straiv,” ia the April namber of the 
American Juurnal of Insanity, De. Richard- 
son treats very ably the eubject of mental 
over-work, Ue divides into six classes those 
who ate sufferers by it—the lact of which is 
the studeut, Notwithstanding the fact that 
all pareuts and teachers were once children 
themselver, and pasved through about the 
same dangers, sorrows and pleasures which 
full to the lot of their little ones, many of 
them do not know how much work the 
youthful mind is capable of performing 
without being overtasked. The child is 
mostly subject of the arbitrary will 

pueer of those who educate bim, and can 
scarcely be said in these matters to exercise 
any inclinetion of his own, bis part being 
quict submission. It is well enougs to teace 
» child obedience, but bis task-masters too 
often mistake incapacity to perform ocon- 
tunued severe metal labor for indolenco, 
and require more work of him than is good 
for tis health. Dr. Rivhardeon saye: 

* The extent to which over- mental strain 
is injurious to the young varies according to 
the kind and character of work. The en- 
deavor to fill the m-nds of children with arti- 
fictal informatiou |-ads to one of two re- 
sulte. Not unfrequently in the very young 
it gives rive to direct disease of the brain it- 
velf, to deposit of tubercle, if there bo pre- 
disposition to that dieease, to convulsive at- 
tecks, or even to epilepay. In lees extreme 
cases, it caures simple weakeess and ex- 
haustion of the mental organs, with irregu- 
iarity of power. The child may grow up 
with a memory taxed with technicals, aud 
impressed -o forcibty that it is bard to make 
way for other knowledge, and added to these 
miscbiefs there may be, and often is, the 
turtber evil, that the brain, owing to the 
labor put on it, becomes too fully aud easily 
de veluped, too firm, and too sovn mature, so 
that it remeius througbeut manhood always 
a large child's brain, very wonderful in a 
obild, and equally ridiculous in a man or 
woman. The developmeut in an exc: ssive 
degree of one particular faculty is also a 
coa@mon caure of feebleness.”’ 

The doctor gives the following interesting 
example of the overtaxing of the faculty of 
memory: 

** 1 know an instance in which a child was 
‘blessed’ with a marvellous gift of verbal 
memory, This being bes ‘ forte,’ bis teacher, 
who wished every echolar to be rewarkable 
tor something beyond other schulars, played 
um this ‘ furte’ powertully, and with won- 
derful effec".

It is fashiovabie, ov our Iliveis prairica, to 
praise the biggest cattlc as the beet, and the 
thongots of most of our stock-improving 
farmers are turred to Darhams eud their 
grades as the must desireble cattle. Pos- 
sibly where bee? is the only object, and corn 
and graee are far away from towns and rail- 
roads, aod ebesep, so that an extra ten 
bushels of corn or belf an acre of grass are 
hurdly worth the reckoning, these may be 
the bert cattle. 

But if one wants to get the animal com- 
biving the best milking, beef and worki 
qualities for the smallest expene, he 

t the Devon. Ten or twelve years age, 
Sesiziog to improve my herd of cattle, I 
was iuducei to look into the question of the 
most protitable cattle for we region and 
latitude of St. Louts. Here is s market near 
at band in which all kinds of cattle feed 
bear a fair price, making ecouomy in feet- 
ing a point to be looked into more carefully 
than it bus becn on var wastefol grain farmer, 
Dariog the later tummer, we have often 
severe droughts end sbort pastures, so that 
heavy feedera reqaire a large ucresge for 
their sustenance.

The rule is as geod for 
cults as for beef cattle. if they are inenfii- 
ciently fed, all thas is taken up by the diges- 


tive organs gues to sustain the wtal fanc- 
tions of the asimal—it i» used up for * rus- 
ning expenses.” Every ounce beyoud this 
tells on ite growth, aad the more ounces it 
ean be made to take up in a day beyond that 
which the natural wastes of the body de- 
mand, the more will be ite growtn and 
develupment; for if the food be of the rigut 
kind, and the animal be living under suit- 
able concitions as to exercise, ronlight aud 
fresh air, development will keep pace with 
growth. 

By way of illustration, we will assume 
that a huise, five years old, bas eaten the 
equivalent of ten tons of bay, aod one ban- 
dred bushele of oats, and that bis present 
weight is about one-twentieth part the 
weight of hisfood. This weight represents 
all that has been actually saved from a vast 
amount of food. Of the remainder, all thas 
has been asaunilated by the animal has gone 
for ‘‘ runaipg expenses.”
